Israeli, Syrian Tank 
Guns Shatter Golan

Israeli and Syrian artillery and tank guns 


battled again today on Mt. Hermon and along 
the Golan Heights. 


The Israeli military command said Syrian 


guns pounded Israeli positions on the bitterly 
contested mountain, wounding one soldier, and 
the exchanges spread along the 40-mile per- 
imeter around the territory captured in the 
October war. 


The Syrian command reported Syrian and 


Israeli forces battled on the slopes of Mt. 
Hermon throughout the night but gave no 
details. The thud of artillery was heard all 
night in Damascus, the Syrian capital 23 miles 
from the Biblical mountain. 


The Syrians also said the fighting spread 


along the front at daybreak. 


It was the 37th consecutive day of fighting 


and coincided with the 29th anniversary of 
Syria's independence from France. 


The Syrians have been trying to capture an 


Israeli reconnaissance post on the north side of 
Mt. Hermon which overlooks the entire front. A 
report from Damascus said the Syrians have 
established a forward command post on a slope 
of the snow-covered mountain, indicating more 
attempts to capture the Israeli position. 


Associated Press newsman Hal McClure 


reported from the front that Israeli reinforce- 
ments ran into heavy Syrian cannon fire as 
they made their way up the slopes of the moun- 
tain on Tuesday. 


Syrian President Hafez Assad returned to 


Damascus from a five-day visit to Moscow, and 
the two governments announced that the 
Soviets would increase Syria's military capac- 
ity and support Syria's "legal and inalienable 
right to use all effective means for the liber- 
ation of its occupied lands." 


Beirut newspapers said the Kremlin pledged 


early delivery of MIG25 jet fighters and . 
ground-to-ground missiles. 


In the joint communique the Soviet govern- 


ment attempted to counter U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger's success in Middle 
East peacemaking by criticizing attempts to_ 
solve the area's problems' in "a piecemeal"" 
fashion. It warned that'to exclude the Soviet 
Union from peace negotiations would lea'd to 
"grave consequences." 
. 


There was mounting war talk in Cairo as 


President Anwar Sadat warned that an Israeli 
attack across the Suez Canal would be coun- 
tered with longrange Egyptian missiles that he 
said were "still directed at three major Israeli 
cities." 


Texans to Testify 


For Trinity Projects 


FORT WORTH (AP) — Officers of the 


Trinity River Authority (TRA) will lead a 
delegation of North Texans before the 
House Appropriations Committee April 22 
to testify in favor of several flood control 
and water supply projects. 


Among the most important projects are 


Lakeview Aubrey reservoirs. 


"We are very hopeful that funds will be 


approved to begin construction of 
Lakeview Reservoir," said Bill Brown, 
basin planning manager of the TRA. 
Brown said $1 million was included for 
Lakeview development in the budget 
submitted by President Nixon, but the 
funds now must be approved by Congress. 


The reservoir is to be built in an area 


covering parts of southwest Dallas County, 
Northwest Ellis County and southeast 
Tarrant County. The Corps of Engineers 
has scheduled a hearing on the project for 
May 9. 


Brown said the City of Dallas is also 


sponsoring the construction of the Lake 
Aubrey project for flood control in nor- 
thern Denton County and Southern Cook 
County. 


"We will be asking also for support for 


the Tennessee Colony Reservoir in the mid 
Trinity River in Freestone, Navarro, 
Henderson and Anderson counties," 
Brown said. 


Brown added that the Trinity Im- 


provement Asspciation has arranged for a 
group of North Texas representatives to 
travel to Washington for the hearings.

the City Commission Tuesday 
Comm. H.R. Stroube plans to 
divest himself of any interest in 
the water system serving the 
Purdon area. 


STEWART said he feels there 


exists "no legal precedent" in 
the case and there is "room for 
honest differences of opinion, 
that can be resolved only by a 
court ruling." 


Stewart said Comm. Stroube 


plans to divest himself of all 
interest in the rural water 
company — Community Water, 
which serves the Purdon area — 
to ascertain there will be no 
further cause for "conflict of 
interest" allegations. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood said 


March 19 Comm. Stroube has 
"an 
illegal 
and 
unethical 


conflict of interest" because he 
has a contract to buy water 
from Corsicana for a rural 
water system. 


THE MAYOR said Tuesday 


she feels the issue is resolved. 
She concluded by commending 
Comm. Stroube for his proposed 
action in regard to the matter. 


Comm. Stroube said he does 


not believe he has a conflict of 
interest. He previously termed 
Mayor Youngblood's charge a 
"last minute political smear "in 
connection with his bid ior 
reelection to the commission. 


He was reelected, and "sworn 


in" during Tuesday's meeting. 


Stewart concluded he believes 


"the question will resolve itself 
and there is no need for the city 
commission to further pursue 
the matter at this time." 


When asked later if he wished 


to make any additional com- 
ment concerning the matter, 
Comm. Stroube said he did not. 
He said he feels 
Stewart's 


statement accurately explains 
the situation. 


STEWART'S statement, in its 


entirety, is as follows: 


"I have researched the law 


relating to whether there is a 


conflict of interest for Comm. 
Stroube to operate a private 
water system which purchases 
water from the city. There are 
legal authorities that say it is a 
conflict of interest for a city 
official to contract with the city 
but such holdings are based on 
cases where the official in 
question sold material or ser- 
vices to the city as distinguished 
from our situation where the 
official purchases an item from 
the city. 


"There is no legal precedent 


to my knowledge exactly on 
point 
with 
our 
situation. 


Therefore, 
it 
necessarily 


follows that there is room for 
honest differences of opinion, 
that can be resolved only by a 
court ruling. 


"Comm. Stroube and I have 


'discussed 
this 
matter. 
He 


believes his situation does not 
present a conflict of interest in 
his service to the city. Further, 
he stated 
that 
the 
mere 


suggestion of a conflict of in- 
terest on his part is sufficient 
reason for him to take steps to 
remove any such possibility. 


"THEREFORE, he advise? 


that he is taking steps to dives! 
himself of all interest in the 
water 
system 
using water 


purchased from the City of 
Corsicana. He is hopeful this 
water business can be conveyed 
to a community entity com- 
posed of residents in the area 
served by the company. 


"In view of this development, 


I feel the question will resolve 
itself and there is no need for 
the city commission to further 
pursue the matter at this time.'

senal's Court of Patriots by 
Maj. Gen. John C. Raeen Jr., 
arsenal commander. 


He praised Sheer for a "mag- 


nificent act of valor" on Aug. 
31, 1918. when Sheer and a 


A Texan Lost in Texas 


comrade braved a hail of ene- 
my machine gun bullets on a 
French battlefield to capture a 
German machine gun, turn it 
on the enemy and capture 47 
German soldiers. 


After the presentation, Sheer 


pulled out a hankerchief and 
fought back tears. 


At the time of the action, the 


Army promised him a medal. 
But it never came, apparently 
because the recommendation 
was never entered into official 
Army records. 


Several years ago, a Rock 


Island woman, Shirley Barrett, 
began looking into the case. 


After an investigation the Army 
decided to award Sheer, now a 
resident of a nursing home, the 
Silver Star. 


"While the Army has an eye 


to the future it also has a fond 
remembrance for past deeds," 
said Raeen. 


Sheer brought with him his 


Purple Heart and a citation for 
the Croix De Guerre, France's 
highest military 
decoration, 


which he received in 1919. 


"I don't think he ever lost 


faith that his medal would 
come some day," said Mrs. 
Delbert Nicholson, a nurse who 
helps care for Sheer.

Dasch said bean seed are in 
short supply, particularly pin- 
tos. 


"I don't know where they're 


going," he said happily. "Per- 
haps people feel like they have 
to be self supporting like in 
World War II. But they're not 
as alarmed." 


Sources across the state say 


the surge of vegetable growing 
has become a mania. 


"More and more home gard- 


ners are doing their thing out 
in their back yards or just 
wherever they can find space," 
says Sam Cotner of College Sta- 
tion, vegetable specialist of the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 


Cotner is especially pleased 


about what he calls the mini- 
garden. 


This means that there is a 


great run on tin cans and lard 
buckets and things like that in 
which to plant seed. 


Cotner says any vegetable 


which will do well in a garden 
will grow like mad in cans on a 
window sill, patio, balcony or 
doorstep. 


Gene Graves, Tarrant County 


extension agent, says, "I get at 
least 25 calls a day from people 
wanting to know how to get rid 
of Bermuda grass in order to 
plant vegetables." 


How do you get rid of Ber- 


muda? 


If you want it to grow on 


your lawn, it seems like it nev- 
er does too much good. 


When you try to get rid of it, 


you can't hardly kill it. 


Graves says the only way is 


to dig it out sprig by sprig. 


Uel Stockard, district exten- 


sion agent stationed at Renner, 
says he believes there is more 
vegetable planting this year 
than in the victory gardens of 
World War II. 


"Why 
in my housing addi- 


tion," Stockard said, "they are 
planting onions and radishes in 
flower beds. Then there are the 
mini-gardens." 


There is no way to pinpoint 


the increase in plantings this 
year, Stockard said, "but I 
would guess it is 10 times over 
last year." 


Stockard said he was visiting 


his father and picked up a 
package of radish seed marked 
39 cents. "Why it didn't have 
more than 50 seeds in it," he 
said. 


Stockard says that for each 


$1 invested in gardening a fam- 
ily will get a return of $2 to $3 
in vegetables. Cotner says a 
family can save $200 to $300 a 
year. 


Money isn't the real reason, 


says Stockard. 


"People want to grow things, 


want something to do. It's rec- 
reation. 


"It is a real experience for 


people. We encourage it. I 
would like for my child to see 
things grow like I did when I 
was a boy at Lewisville." 


But the old Lewisville farm is 


no more, Stockard said sadly, 
being pre-empted by city needs. 
Part of it is under a city lake 
and the other part is a golf 
course. 


Cotner says there is a short- 


age of commercially 
grown 


vegetables. He says vegetable 
farmers turned to soybeans 
when prices for that commodity 
hit the ceiling after some of the 
foreign grain deals. 


Stockard says it is surprising 


how small an area is needed 
for growing. 


He says two or three tomato 


vines will produce all the to- 
matoes most families need. 


Percy Henderson, who works 


for Nicholson's-Hardie's, said 
he put out seven okra plants 
and already has enough for his 
own use and for some of the 
neighbors. 


Some people say the interest 


is caused by the gasoline short- 
age—that people who used to 
drive halfway across the state 
on a weekend just to fish a 
little are now turning to plants. 


Winston Jones, owner of Jen- 


co Nursery at Carrollton, says 
the upsurge replies to orna- 
mental shrubs. 


He says that where last year 


he sold a half million young 
plants, the kind you see grow- 
ing in buckets at the landscape 
place, he has sold a million this 
year. 


One nice thing about city 


farming. It's a whole lot easier 
to turn a faucet when a drought 
strikes tha ii is to squeeze a 
rain out of a clear blue sky.

'What A Dish?' No, What a Skin Cream!

Many women are chopping, 


blending, whipping and grin- 
ding home grown or store- 
bought herbs, fruits, nuts and so 
on, all in the interst of beauty 
for the skin, hair and hands. 


Even in the prolific plantain is 


a skin smoother regarded by the 
Greeks as a healing herb. Says 
Dian Dincin Buchman, author 
of the recently published "The 
Complete Herbal 
Guide to 


Natural Health and Beauty." 
The book doesn't concentrate on 
herbs, but it has recipes from 
nature for everything from 
mouth sweetners 
and hair 


darkeners to foot baths.

That recipe, like many in the 


book, came from Mrs. Buch- 
man's 
grandmother, 
a 


Rumanian herbalist. 
Others 


were researched in England 
and other countries. 


Every little thing that grows 


seems to have some function in 
beautifying the skin one way or 
the other, she remarked in an 
interview. 
Chamomile, 
the 


long-time favorite, is a skin 
smoother and has been well 
known as a hair lightener, "but 
less familiar plants like yarrow 
and lady's mantel may be made 
into great astringents. And 
elder flower water once was 
considered almost a necessity 
to have on hand for the com- 
plexion," she continued. "It is 
still used by many present-day 
herbalists." 


You do not need too many of 


the elderberry 
blossoms 
to 


make a nice complexion wash, 
she pointed out, offering this 
formula: Heat about one-half 
pint of buttermilk and soak in it 
about 5 tablespoonsof the elder 
blossoms, 
simmering it for 


about 
one-half 
hour 
until 


blossoms are softened. After 
removing it from the heat, steep 
it for 4 hours, reheat and strain. 
Add 2 tablespoons of honey and 
put it in the refrigerator to be 
used as a cleanser. 


There are lots of impromptu 


pick-ups that might be utilized. 
For example, mix the leftover 
cooked oatmeal with almond 
meal, gently plaster the face 
with it. After a while remove it 
with warm water. Save the 
remainder for a daily face 
wash, she advises. 


Anyone who must thin out 


rhubarb beds each year will 
appreciate a recipe that makes 
good use of the roots. As a hair 


lightener, this formula excels, 
she insists. It is a favorite of a 
17-year-old relative of hers. 
Simmer rhubarb root in water 
or wine for 20 minutes, steep it 
for several hours and then 
strain it twice. Rinse it through 
your hair several times to get 
nice highlights. To get a more 
effective color, especially at the 
roots, it should be mixed with 
kaolin into a paste. A recipe for 
that is in the book. 


She also offers recipes for 


hair darkeners which make use 
of everything from the leaves of 
artichokes to the essense of 
green oranges. And there is a 
timely recipe for henna, the 
hair color that is again being 
adopted by fashionable women, 
even the younger set. Perhaps 
its strong appeal is that it is a 
nontoxic herb. The recipe in the 
book 
has 
been 
used 
for 


thousands of years in the Near 
and Far East, according to Mrs. 
Buchman's research. 


The process is a long, tedious 


one, but, as she points out, 
stabilizing the color requires 
experience, so one is on one's 
own. Once you get the hang of it, 
you may get a rich auburn, 
brown, black or red color. But 
one must coat the scalp with 
safflower or corn oil before 
using it as it has an astringent 
quality. 


Delightful facials and masks 


for refreshing the skin in spring 
and summer may be made with 
carrots, parsley, cucumber and 
so on, she says. A cucumber 
mask goes like this: extract 
juice of the cucumber in a juicer 
or blend a small one quickly, 
add one-fourth teaspoon of cider 
vinegar or pure lemon juice, 1. 
teaspoon of witch hazel, 1 


teaspoon of alcohol. Take the 
mixture out of the blender and 
add one whipped egg white. Pat 
this mixture on the face and 
allow it to dry for 15 minutes or 
more. Wipe it off with tepid 
water and a soft flannel. Pat dry 
and use a favorite astringent. 


Two 
optional 
tightening 


products for this or any other 
mask, she says, would be one 
fourth teaspoon of simple tinc- 
ture of benzoin or a pinch of 
alum powder. 


Although the recipes have 


nothing injurious in them, Mrs. 
Buchman cautions those with 
very sensitive skins to avoid 
using any substance that might 
irritate them.
